Each  time  that  new  tasks  are -placed  before  toe  party  organiza¬ 
tions,  each  time  that  it  Is  necessary.- to  eS^ress  an  opinion  aa  a,  given 
question  of  principle,  toe  ohkom  turns  -t?o  the  press  and  the  radio.  Hhe- 
main  themes  of  "toe  speeches  of  the  leading  cadres  are  frequently,  .planned 
in  the  obkom  in  connection  vdth  the. retotiohs  of  the  oblast  newspapers 
and  toe  radio.  Here,  aa.  ih  any  otoer  Biat-tef ,  the  iriitiative  of  toe

^  It  is  possible  to  cite  other  examples  shoi.’lng  the  ric*.nes8  of  ^ 
arsenal  of  means  and  forms  of  the  personal  participation 
cadres  in  political  ^rark  \.dth  the  masses.  But,  there  ere  many  omissi^ 
here.  Kie  most  in^ortant  is  that  ve  must  once  and  for  ali  overcome  the 
chief  defect:  the  alienation  of  agitation  and  propagation  from  life, 
from  the  practice  of  Comaunist  construction.  In  a  number  oi  party  organ¬ 
izations  of  the  Abdulin,  Worth,  IChalilov,  and  Troitskiy  rayons  agitation
